a rigid support wire having at least one bend for inserting the ends of the wire into a side of the 
head of a golf tee [.] a wherein the rigid support wire is folded at a point and having a series of 
four sets of bends forming a strike portion and a spoon shape portion in which a golf ball is 
su pported thereon. 
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
